This is where the curtain has 
dropped for the time being on the 
shooting of Walter Vere in a tragedy 
with all the elements of tense hu- 
man interest and which would fas- 
cinate the mind of the secker of the 
mysterious in writing the story of 
murder. The author of the murder 
which turned the hallway of Con- 
stable Carr of the Alberta Provincial 
Police into a charnel-house in the 
early hours of Thursday morning, 
February 11th, and brought him to 
within an ace of being the unintend- 
ed victim in the search for another, 
as the evidence of the constable 
served to show in a question put to 
him by Walter Vere, is still an un- 
known person. Who killed Walter 
Vere? This is a question which has 
been left opensin the verdict of the 
jury at the coroner's inquest held by 
Coroner McNicol on Saturday after- 
noon, when the much-expected 
statement of Karl Perdue, given the 
police, was not produced, This ver- 
dict, arrived at by the jury in less 
than ten minutes, six minutes in all, 
read as follows: 

“That Walter Vere came to his 
death on Thursday the 11th day of 
February, 1926, at the premises 
kaown as 817 Sixth St. S., in the 
city of Lethbridge, by a gunshot 
wound in the head fired by some 
person or persons unknown.”
